CHARLEVOIX —A 
district court prelimi- 
Hary examination was 
waived and a plea 
agreed to for a Boyne 
Falls woman charged 
with several criminal 


counts. 

Jennifer Lynn Ennik, 
29, will plead no contest 
in circuit court on Oct. 
12 to the charge of de- 
livery of the drug 
methadone causing 
death. 

But, Ennik’s plea is 
conditioned upon 


Charlevoix County Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Rich- 
ard Pajtas staying within 
the sentencing guide- 
lines range when he sen- 
tences her, said Mary 
Beth Kur, Ennik’s attor- 
ney. The judge has the 
right to order a stricter 
sentence if he so 


chooses. 

Ennik could be sen- 
tenced to a minimum of 
four years.

EAST JORDAN — In 
1920, Ledah Bennett 
made her first trip into 
town.

When asked what person, living or dead, she 


would like to meet, she thinks first of Billy Gra-. - 


ham, but then amends that choice to include Adam 
and Eve. 

“T’d like to give them a swat on the head for get- 
ting us kicked out of the Garden of Eden,” she said 
with a grin. 

Maybe Ledah’s secret to a long life is a very good 
sense of humor. She recalls a Christmas program at 
the Pleasant Valley School and Church in 1919: 

“T was 14 and my mother made matching plaid 
dresses for my sister and me. We were all holding 
candles and walking in a procession and the boy in 
‘back of me caught my dress on fire. Lucky for me, 
my hair was in a braid and done up,” Ledah smiles 
at the memory of her good fortune. . 

After finishing high school, Ledah worked as a 
cook at the Grandvue Medical Care Facility in East 
Jordan, which was then called the Poor Farm. It 
offered bed and board for those who were incapaci- 
tated or down on their luck. Her younger sister

A precursor to the old “Amos and 
Andy” series, and featuring the same characters, 
she remembered one of the exchanges between the 
actors that made her laugh.

Whither the 


waterfront? 


Does City Hall need to be located on Boyne City’s waterfront, or 
is there a better use for the coveted land at Lake Charlevoix’s 
shores? 

That is the question citizens should consider because city staff 
and city commissioners are discussing plans for the future of City 
Hall. 

A study completed by architect, design and building firms earlier 
this year resulted in three options for City Hall. One was minimal 
updating of the existing building, another was major remodeling of 
the existing building, and the third option was to construct a new 
building on the waterfront. The recommendation by the consultants 
was to construct a new building. 

The consultants estimated that the cost of major remodeling 
would be so expensive that the city should build a new building. 

The city and its employees at City Hall should have convenient 


and up-to-date facilities. But if the city staff and commissioners 


think itis necessary to have a new building wouldn’t it be wise 
economically to build off of the waterfront? Surely, land is avail- 
able within a convenient area near downtown. 

That would leave room on the waterfront for a combination of 
revenue-producing entities and public use. 

As far as revenue-producing entities go, a waterfront restaurant 
with indoor and outdoor dining would be a moneymaker for the 
city coffers. Perhaps a couple of restaurants, one for fine dining 
and one a more economical restaurant. 

City manager, Michael Cain, did not know if the city would hold 
public meetings or forums to obtain input from citizens. He said 
that information was still being gathered and the city commission 
would have another work session before he would receive guidance 
on the next step in the process. 

The Waterfront Master Plan, a planning guide for the city, shows 
anew City Hall sited near the current building that is located on the 
waterfront. The Waterfront Master Plan and the city’s Comprehen- 
sive Master Plan are both on the city’s website. Go to www. 
boynecity.com. At the search button type in master plans.

utumn is a season for the senses in northern Michigan. The smell of apple cider, the sound of whistling wind, 
the taste of pumpkin pie and, of course, the brilliant colors that catch the eye driving down the roads or 
walking through the woods. : 

Many factors go in to how quickly the leaves change or the intensity of their colors. Bright, sunny days in September 
with cooler nights usually result in more brilliant oranges, yellows and reds, according to AAA. The vibrancy of the trees 
is also determined by the length of day and the amount of rain in the summer.
